ExpenOitures 


Secretary McPherson ot the Republi- 


can Congressional Committee, in reply 
to a letter from Kepresentative Hender- 
son of Illinois, asking for information 
on the subject, pronounces as entirely 
untrue the statement that Kepublican 
Congresses had squandered over $5GO,- 
000,000 on the navy since the War. 
He 


says that the entire expenditure for war 
vessels and others naval expenses from 
June 30, 18G5 to June 30, 1884, wore 
$398,000,000, of which only $ 154.000,- 
000 -were expended upon war vessels, 
the remaining $244,000,000 having been 
expended in the pay 01 officers and 
men ond defraying the expenses of the 
bureaus of equipment, recruiting, etc,. 
and other miscellaneous expenses hav- 
ing no relation to the construction or 
armament of 
war ves»els. Of 
this* 


$154,000,000 $54,000,000 were spent 
between 1865 and 1869, $72,000,000 be- 
tween 1869 and 1877, $20,000,000 from 
1877 to 1882 and $8,000,000 from 1882 to 
1884. In these amounts are included tho 
moneys spent in experimental tests of 
ordnance or for care ancl improvement 
of various navy yards and docks and 
the repair of buildings, tools and ma- 
chinery, nil of which have no direct re- 
lation to the construction of war vessels, 
but which are included in order to avoid 
any suspicion of unfair statement, so 
that instead of their having been spent 
on the navy $560,000,000, only about 
one-fourth of that sum haa been expend- 
ed in nineteen years. 
"Our navy, he 


says, "is not what it ought to be, but it 
is very greatly better than the navy of 
1861, when turned over by \he last 
Democratic administration." He adds: 
" Some progress has been made in the 
•way of strengthening 
the navy, and 


more would have been made but for the 
opposition shown by the Democracy at 
the last session of Congress to appro- 
priating moneys for this purpose. It 
was only after a very hard fight that 
$500,000 was appropriated to complete 
the ordnance and outfit for the three 
new steel cruisers and one dispatch 
boat, and this was done despite the op- 
position of 106 Democratic members of 
Congress." 


Some of Assessor Stoddard's friends 


imagine that the article in last Satur- 
days's JOUBNAL in regard to the Asses- 
sor question was intended to convey the 
idea that because he was the Democratio 
nominee he was pushing himself for- 
ward to force the people to provide him 
the office with its salary, for the mere 
sake of the spoils. The JOUBNAI, did 
not intend to convey any such meaning, 
for it does not believe Stoddard would 
have accepted the nomination had the 
Supreme Court decision on the Assess- 
ors Bill been rendered before the Dem- 
ocratic Convention assembled. 


Assessor Wallace, of Eureka, assessed 


the Central Pacific at $14,000 per mile. 
jThroughJGeo. W. Baker, their counsel, 
the Company have asked for a reduc- 
tion to $10,000.

Discussing tlie Situation from a. 


Republican maudpoiut. 


The Wiunernucoa Silver State of 


Monday says: 


Hon William Woodburn, Republican 


nominee for Congress, spoke in Centen- 
nial Hall Saturday evening to a large 
but mixed audience. The Brass Baud 
furnished excellent music, as it always 
does on such occasions, and the street 
was lighted with a huge bonfire. Judge 
Osborn, Chairman of the Republican 
Central Committee, called the meeting 
to order, and BI. B. Staunton, F. O. 
Robins and H. J. Pratt, accompanied 
the speaker to the stand. Mr. Wood- 
burn stated that he accepted the nomi- 
nation for Congress under protest, as 
it was him or Cassidy with the Con- 
vention. He said he had been informed 
that Mr. Oassidy had referred to the 
Martin ICoszta smcl Daniel MoSweeuey 
cases, nud he replied at length to what 
he had been told Mr. Cassidy said. 
During the explanation of tho Mc- 
Sweeuey case, and the part played by 
Mr. Elaine as Secretary of State in the 
matter, tho speaker said MoSweeney was 
entitled to no sympathy, as he had for- 
feited his rights as an American citizen 
by accepting the office of Guardian of 
the Poor, to which he was elected in 
Ireland. 
[Here the speaker was asked 


by Mr. Pat. O'Donnoll why the British 
Government did not put Mitchell, an 
American citizen who was elected to 
Parliament, in jail when he visited the 
old country? A part of the audience 
thought Mr. O'Donuell was interrupt- 
ing the meeting, but he set them right 
on that matter by stating that he had 
an understanding with Mr. Woodburn 
to that effect before the meeting con- 
vened.—REP.] 


Mr. Woodburn told the audience that 


the people were indebted to the Repub- 
lican party for the Homestead law and 
the Eight-hour law, and remarked that 
one of the very first Acts of the Demo- 
cratic House of Representatives *vas to 
reduce the salaries of the attaches of 
that body. He referred to the tariff, 
and explained -wherein he thought it 
benefitted the country, but admitted 
that he had not given the subject much 
study, and did not claim to understand 
it. He said the Republicans had passed 
an Act to give every soldier of the 
Union in the late war 160 acres of land; 
but the speaker 
was informed by 


Mr. O'Doncell, who served in the 
Union Army, 
that 
he, 
for 
one, 


did not get any land by reason of hav- 
ing served in tho army. Mr. Wood- 
burn charged that the Democrats had 
given lands to the railroads as well as 
the Republicans. He declaimed against 
foreign pauper labor, and explained the 
advantages to farmers of having a home 
market for their wheat instead of pay- 
ing half a cent per pound for transport- 
ing it abroad as they are doing at pres- 
ent, and at the same time asserting 
that no agricultural community ever 
was prospercms. 
He said the tariff 


under Republican rule is low on arti- 
cles which we do not produce, and ap- 
pealed to Mr. O'Donnell if that was not 
right? Mr. O'Dounell replied that ho 
wanted a tariff on diamonds and silks 
which we do not produce, and not on 
the shirts and trowsers which he and 
his boys wear, and this view of the tariff 
question seems to meet the approval of 
n large majority of the audience, judg- 
ing by tho manner in which it was re- 
ceived. The speaker charged that every 
English newspaper is advocating the 
election of Cleveland because he is a 
free trader, but as many of the leading 
English newspapers, particularly the 
Tory organs, speak more favorably of 
Elaine than of Cleveland, and as Cleve- 
land is not a Free Trader, this remark 
was merely a little campaign "story," 
told most likely for the purpose of 
arousing prejudices. 
He alluded to 


Governor Cleveland's veto of the Five- 
cent Fure bill, and the Car Driver's bill, 
but as those vetoes have been pub- 
lished in full in many papers, and the 
reasons given for the vetoes are such as 
reflect no discredit on Cleveland, there 
is not much political capital to be made 
out of them. 
Ha remarked that he 


could say nothing ou the silver question 
as the hour was late, and stated that he 
had been a miner and first President of 
the Miners' Union at Virginia City, 


Mr. Woodburn spoke for nearly two 


hours to a large audience and many of 
his remarks elicited applause. 
He pre- 


sented his side of the case as well, per- 
haps, as anybody could have done, and 
if a large part of the audience did not 
agree with him, it certainly was not his 
fault.
